The gates are geared to go. 

That is what town council 
decided at their last meeting. 
They unanimously, albeit re¬ 
luctantly, to put forward their 
share of money to install rail¬ 
way crossing arms in addition 
to the lights and bells at the 15 
Ave. and 20 Ave. crossings. 

Some councillors expressed 
their dismay with the fact that 
they felt their backs had been 
put against the wall. In fact, in 
a letter dated Jan. 16 from Ca¬ 
nadian Pacific Railways eluded 
that the town could be taken to 
a federal tribunal for dispute 
resolution if the town did not 
comply to put up their share of 
the cost. 

Wes Yeoman, town engineer 
recommended to council that 
they proceed with the construc¬ 
tion of the gates in the face of 
the options. 

"I just feel that the town had 
it's back against the wall and 
didn't really have a choice with 
CPR threatening a lawsuit," 
said Yeoman. 

The letter from CPR's engi¬ 
neer of public works stated, 
"Should the funding issue re¬ 
main unresolved by Mar. 31, 
1998, the matter of cost shar¬ 
ing in these works will be re¬ 
ferred to the Canadian Trans¬ 
portation Agency for dispute 
resolution under Section 101(4) 
of the Canadian Transporta¬ 
tion Act." 

The cost sharing formula is 
that the Federal Ministry of 
Transport pay 80%, the town 
pay 12.5% and the rail com¬ 
pany pay 7.5%.

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Trotting ahead 
with horse barns

After some confusion about 
location of land and services, 
the horse barn committee has 
been granted the first step in 
their quest to build new horse 
barns in town. 

The town council passed first 
reading to redesignate the prop¬ 
erty, donated by Mountain View 
County, to the public recrea¬ 
tion designation it needs to go 
ahead. And the good news for 
the committee is that if all the 
steps fall into perfect stride they 
will be able to begin construc¬ 
tion by early April and have it 
ready for the first onslaught of 
horse shows they hope to bring 
to Didsbury. 

The facility will be officially 
named The Mountain View Live¬ 
stock Pavillion. 

Committee member Gord 
Krebs explains, the 78 stall port¬ 
able horse barn facility has been 
in the making because some 
members of the community felt 
that the town was missing an 
opportunity to bring in revenue 
and visitors. A study showed 
that for each horse that is 
brought into town for a horse 
show, the horse owner spends 
about $300 in a weekend. 

The problem was that over 
the years the existing horse 
barns on the property south of 
the Memorial Complex, have 
been in decline, and in rela¬ 


tions, so too have the horse 
shows that used to come to 
Didsbury each year. 

Krebs explains that people 
who participate in horse shows 
want to have a facility where 
they feel their horses are safe, 
and the current rundown barns 
do not provide that security. 

The committee began to look 
to do something about it, and 
received support from the 
county in the form of donated 
land. From that point on, they 
began to look for dollars to 
build a new portable facility, 
and they have found them. 

In fact, at a recent Chamber 
of Commerce meeting, the ex¬ 
ecutive who had heard a pres¬ 
entation for information only, 
took out their cheque book 
and sponsored a stall for $500. 

In all it is expected to cost 
$212,350 to build the new fa¬ 
cility which can be used for 
horse shows, livestock sales, 
and even some-sporting events. 

Krebs says the fund-raising 
has been incredible and they 
have barely been turned down 
by anybody. The idea is that 
businesses or families can 
sponsor a stall and inside the 
completed facility a plaque 
bearing their name will be 
placed on a particular stall in 
recognition. 

In addition, the town has 
released $106,000 Community

B'acility Enhancement Project 
grant money provide by the 
province for projects such as 
this. 

Also, the Didsbury Light 
Horse Association has donated 
$9000 and will maintain the 
facility's daily operations. The 
Didsbury Agricultural Society 
has also committed to $9000. 
All of this in addition to la¬ 
bour donations, and stall 
pledges, the committee is cer¬ 
tainly going to reach its goal. 

Robert Wigg, town develop¬ 
ment officer said, "It's been 
decided to be a worthy project 
by town council and now 
they'll literally go ahead." 

The next steps will be the 


public hearing on Mar. 3 at 
7:00 at town office. 

"If everything goes 
smoothly, council would be in 
a position to pass the (re-zon¬ 
ing) by-law that night if they 
so choose," says Wigg. 

If there are no objections 
raised at the meeting the next 
step with be the discussion 
about a development agree¬ 
ment with the town. Wigg says 
there are some issues that 
might come up during that 
time, including how the horses 
will be moved from the horse 
barns to the arena for shows 
and what clean up will need to 
be done afterwards. He sees 
the issues as things that will 


be easily worked out. 

Pending the development 
agreement, a development per¬ 
mit will be issued and con¬ 
struction can begin. 

Wigg says he doesn't expect 
much opposition from the com¬ 
munity and acknowledges the 
work that the committee has 
done in advance to ensure that 
there isn’t. They have already 
approached most of the neigh¬ 
bours to the land and have 
received a few signed state¬ 
ments from them indicating 
no opposition to the struc¬ 
ture, which will speed up the 
whole process and make it 
possible to begin by the begin¬ 
ning of April. 


CPR threatens action over gates

Council had originally said they were not 
willing to pay for any of the costs of crossing 
gates as they did not feel they were necessary. 
However, in the fall of this year, they reviewed 
documents from the Ministry of Transport who 
had specifically reported on the dangers of the 
crossing in Didsbury. The council then decided 
that the issue was going to have to be addressed 
and said they were not against having the gates 
in principle, however felt that the cost sharing 
formula was unfair. 

"It's not our choice. It never was,” said at the 
last Tuesday meeting. 

In October, the council made a motion to 
direct administration to send a letter to CPR 
suggesting that the town's portion of approxi¬ 
mately $24,000 be reduced. 

CPR responded this month that they were 
not willing to bend the status quo for costs, and 
if they did not receive approval to go ahead, 
they would install the gates anyway and refer 
the matter to the CTA for dispute resolution to 
recover the money. 

Council conceded at their meeting last week, 
that the costs of fighting the money issue in 
court would be expensive, and they would 
probably end up having to pay anyway and 
would have the additional cost of legal fees. Not 
worth it, according to the councillors. 

"They are very serious about this,” said town 
chief administrative officer, Evan Parliament. 

A few months ago a local boy was almost hit 
while crossing the tracks on 15 Ave. His mother 
brought the issue of installing the crossing 
gates to the forefront, however, CPR had indi¬ 
cated a number of years ago that the tracks in 
Didsbury were dangerous and that they would 
be pursuing the installation of gates. 

Yeoman says, "It (the installation) would 
have happened whether that incident happened 
or not, however it sure aggravated everything." 

The reason the Didsbury tracks have been 
deemed as a serious situation by the CPR, who 


approached the Ministry of Transport, is be¬ 
cause of the location of the tracks through town 
and their set up. 

According to inspection documents the con¬ 
cern arises out of the fact that there are dual 
tracks across both 15 Ave. and 20 Ave. The 
problem with dual tracks is that if a vehicle 
approaches the tracks and sees the lights flash¬ 
ing, but sees a train that is not mobile, they may 
proceed without realizing a train may be com¬ 
ing from the other direction. 

The situation could cause liability issues 
that would be the responsibility of the town. 

In the past councillors have said that they 
understand the liability issue, however feel that 
if those two crossings were to be upgraded, so 
should the crossing on the Highway 582 bypass 
road to the north of town. CPR has said they 
don't consider that crossing to be as much of a 
danger due to a single tack, but have agreed to 
apply to the Ministry of Transport for grant 
money to also complete the bypass crossing. 

The total cost to the town will be $23,875 for 
gate on 15 Ave; and $23,750 for upgrades on 20 
Ave. Through some investigation however, Yeo¬ 
man has discovered that Alberta Transporta¬ 
tion and Utilities is willing to share half of that 
cost, making the actual cost to the town around 
$12,000 each. 

Yeoman said that as all this information is 
coming in, it has become easier for him to 
swallow. 

It will also make it easier for the taxpayers in 
Didsbury to swallow. Yeoman has said that he 
believes it may be possible to work the costs into 
the 1998 with no foreseeable increase in taxes. 

His main concern about future costs to the 
town in terms of maintenance. The town is 
responsible for 50% of up keep costs and must 
also pay for any damage or vandalism that may 
occur. 

The new gates are scheduled to be in place 
and functioning by the end of April. TransAlta 
has already done some of the wiring work. 


Looking for a deal

The town administrator and 
the Mayor have plans to meet 
with the leaseholders of the 
provincial building early next 
week. 

The discussions will revolve 
around inquiries made to the 
province about the cost of leas¬ 
ing the second half of the court 
building to move the town of¬ 
fice into. 

Evan Parliament, town 
chief administrative officer, 
said the discussions are pre¬ 
liminary because town coun¬ 
cil has not yet made any deci¬ 
sion about moving the RCMP 
into town office and the town 
office employees into the pro¬ 
vincial building. 

However, in the instance 
that the cards fall that way, 
preliminary negotiations are 
under way. Parliament ex¬ 
plains the original offer from 
the province for the use of that 
building would be that the 
town pay about $24,000 per 


year. Parliament says the town 
can afford that kind of dollar 
amount and going to see if 
they can get a better deal to 
lower the cost of the outcome 
of finding a new home for the 
RCMP. 

The local detachment is too 
small for the purposes that is 
needed for and the amount of 
staff residing in that building. 
The biggest problem is that 
there is not enough cell space 
resulting in placing staff and 
prisoners in high risk situa¬ 
tions. 

It is the town's responsibil¬ 
ity to find an appropriate resi¬ 
dence for the local RCMP as 
they serve the town. 

A questionnaire sent to town 
residents indicated that the 
majority of citizens would 
rather see the town office move 
into the provincial building 
and the RCMP move into the 
current town office because of 
the cost involved and how it 
might affect taxes.

He obviously should have been kept 
behind bars for his full sentence and deemed a dangerous offender. 

This is not an isolated case. CSC has clearly been allowing 
people back onto the streets without considering if they are going 
to commit serious harm to others. I think it's time for them to 
revamp the risk assessment system, since under the current 
system they obviously aren't able to identify those who are likely 
to re-offend or are a high risk offender. 

The Solicitor General has been talking this week about the 
success of our parole system. Armbrusters offenses completely 
negate the Solicitor General's assurance that a majority of offend¬ 
ers successfully complete parole. 

The Liberals say the cost of monitoring those on parole or 
statuatory release is just over $9000 and that this is a lot less than 
the $66,000 spent each year to imprison someone. It may be a lot 
cheaper to parole someone, but the safety of Canadians should be 
priceless and paramount.

Pig barns to harm water supply Didsbury does tt again when it comes to fundraising 


Dear Editor, 

I would like to share some 
concerns about the very real 
potential for water contamina¬ 
tion which would affect much 
of the water supply for central 
Alberta. 

Red Deer County recently 
approved a 1000 feeder hog 
barn on a flood plain upriver of 
the Glennifer Reservoir 
(Dickson Dam). An appeal 
launched by a large group of 
area residents was denied de¬ 
spite overwhelming evidence 
that this was not a suitable site 
for such an operation. The Red 
Deer river is a sensitive water¬ 
way due to the low water vol¬ 
ume flowing as compared to 
the North or South Saskatch¬ 
ewan Rivers, or even the Bow. 
That means that this river can¬ 
not handle as much environ¬ 
mental pollutant as perhaps 
these other rivers can and re¬ 
main unscathed. That the Red 
Deer County sees no danger 
from this and future intense 
agri-business adjacent to wa¬ 
terways is frightening. 

Not only did an engineer fa¬ 
miliar with clay liners such as 
approved by the county testify 
that such liners have been 
known to fail in as little as six 
months in freeze/thaw condi¬ 
tions, but a university profes¬ 
sor of biology testified of the 
danger of cross contamination 
between pigs and humans of 
bacteria, viruses, and parasites. 
Because of an apparent kin¬ 
ship to pigs-physiologically 
speaking-and as demonstrated 
by the ongoing transplantation 
of pig parts into humans, we 


need to be cautious of these 
swine-born bacteria and para¬ 
sites. (Just this week a panel of 
scientists called for a morato¬ 
rium on animal to human trans¬ 
plants until more can be deter¬ 
mined about the potential for 
animal disease mutating in 
transplanted humans and then 
spreading to the population in 
general.) 

Perhaps those of us in the 
immediate vicintiy with wells 
in the very aquifer that these 
five barns will be built over-a 
mere five feet over-have the 
most to lose. Our wells could 
sicken us, our homes be deval¬ 
ued, our air and water quality 
destroyed for the recreational 
purposes for which we are 
zoned. But I do believe there 
are more far reaching and even 
dangerous possibilities. We do 
not fully know what the poten¬ 
tial is for hurting both our en¬ 
vironment and the people 
whose health depends on the 
water from the Red Deer River. 
If there is any question that 
such a decision has the poten¬ 
tial for harm, perhaps a more 
conservative and cautious 
evaluation is needed. 

I would hope that those con¬ 
cerned by this and future de¬ 
velopments that have the po¬ 
tential to harm the sensitive 
water supply either through 
flood conditions or through 
seepage into the groundwater 
flowing directly into the river, 
make those concerns known to 
the Red Deer County.

Take it away and all 
you've got is a desert. 

Perhaps the most sacred tenet of capitalism is that you do not 
consume capital to pay for current expenses, yet, unwittingly, or 
perhaps wittlessly, the captains of industry and the free market 
entrepreneurs have been depleting the nations capital resource 
base for so long, they are unaware that they are sowing the seeds 
that will destroy the system. Every business enterprise in history 
that consumed its capital and called it profit went bankrupt. 

Sovereign nations are no different. It will just take them 
longer to get there. 

Tragically the universal guiding ethic of Canada and other 
industrial nations since the industrial revolution has been maxi¬ 
mum exploitation of all resources with minimum concern for the 
environment . This guiding ethic was quite precisely described by 
a Japanese journalist who was asked why the Japanese whaling 
industry is busily exterminating the very source of its wealth. 
His response: "You are thinking of the whaling industry as an 
industry interested in maintaining whales. Actually it is better 
viewed as a huge quantity of capital attempting to earn the 
highest possible return. If it can exterminate whales in ten years 
and make a 1591 profit but it could only make 10% with a 
sustainable harvest, then it will exterminate them in ten years. 
After that the money will be moved to exterminate some other 
resource. 

There is something fundamentally wrong in treating the earth 
as if it were a business in liquidation but unfortunately that is how 
the Klein government is treating the Province of Alberta. 

The people of Alberta should call their MLA's (toll free 310-0000). 
Demand an end to the liquidation of Alberta's Natural Capital.

were lost. 

Newton reports that in the 
past months, they have been 
able to re-hire all but one of 
their employees. Unfortunately, 
he adds, often those people are 
now having to work on sites far 
away from their homes and away 
from their families. They are 
also having to job share, result¬ 
ing in less hours and pay. 

Newton says it is very frus¬ 
trating, however he is pleased 
that they are at least able to 
bring home a paycheck. 

The sabotage has not only 
affected his company but the 
uneasiness has spread to other 
companies, especially those who 
are logging in more environ¬ 
mentally sensitive areas. 

"Everybody is one edge,” he 
says. 

Other companies who have 
been in contact with Newton 
report they have bumped up se¬ 
curity to 34 hours daily in re¬ 
sponse to what has happened to 
Shuurman. 

Within Shuurman, every time 
there is a loud noise or a suspi¬ 
cious truck driving around one 
of their sites, Newton says his 
workers call the office to report 
it. So far, nothing has material¬ 
ized from those suspicions. 

With a sense of humour, New¬ 
ton tells of an incident a couple 
of days after the sabotage. An 
employee went to the garbage 
bin behind the head office in 
Cochrane. Inside they found sev¬ 
ered sheep heads, and immedi¬ 
ately suspecting that the inci¬ 
dents were related and called 
the police. As it turns out, it had 
nothing to do with Shuurman, 
but rather someone who hap¬ 


pened to have some sheep heads 
and wanted to get rid of them. 

Despite all of the bad, New¬ 
ton says the sympathy the com¬ 
pany has found in the logging 
industry and the support they 
have been given is one of the 
good parts of what happened. 

"But, at the same time we feel 
very disgusted that somebody 
feels that doing something like 
this for fun or any other pur¬ 
pose is stupid and we would like 
them brought to justice," says 
Newton. 

"Regardless of the motive, it 
was unreasonable." 

Police report that they had 
one lead that came to a dead 
end, and no one has either 
claimed responsibility or has 
been arrested for the explosions 
at Water Valley.

It has been almost two 
months since the explosions at 
a Water Valley logging site and 
the smoke has cleared, but the 
company whose equipment de¬ 
stroyed, is still feeling the after¬ 
shocks. 

Over $5 million in logging 
equipment was damaged in early 
November at a logging site con¬ 
tracted to Shuurman Enter¬ 
prises. Unfortunately it is not 
solely the costs of the damaged 
equipment that has weighed 
heavily on the company since 
that time. 

Chris Newton, administra¬ 
tion manager for Shuurman said 
the company has not yet re¬ 
placed any of the eight pieces of 
equipment, but have been able 
to fix three and rent two. Unfor¬ 
tunately even with five pieces of 
equipment, the company will 
struggle to meet all prior com¬ 
mitments. 

'We've also had to turn down 
other contracts because we just 
don't have the resources any 
more," he says. This has re¬ 
sulted in thousands of dollars in 
lost potential revenues. 

But, it not the total dollar 
figure in lost time and lost jobs, 
that upsets Newton. 

"That dollar amount is some¬ 
thing we haven't even been able 
to tally. But over and above the 
money, there is the stress, the 
family related concerns, and the 
job losses. You can't put a dollar 
value on that," says Newton. 

Shuurman had to temporar¬ 
ily lay ofT about eight people. 
Down the line at the mill that 
takes care of the lumber after it 
is harvested, another few jobs

1 batch baking powder biscuit dough 

1 med. onion, grated 

1/2 c. mayonnaise, low-fat 


1 1/2 tsp. mustard 

3 Tbsp. ketchup 

3/4 c. cheddar cheese, grated 

1/4 c. low-fat margarine, melted 


1. Preheat oven to 325F. 

2. Cook ground beef and onion until brown; drain. 

3. Mix mayonnaise, mustard and ketchup together to make a sauce. 

4. Roll out the biscuit dough and cut out 2 dozen rounds the size of a coffee cup. 

5. Place meat mixture on 12 of the rounds, leaving 1/2" space at the edges. 

6. Top the meat with 1 Tbsp. of sauce and 1 Tbsp. grated cheese. 

7. Place a 2nd biscuit round on top of the filling and pinch the edges with a fork to seal. 

8. Brush the pockets with melted margarine. Place all rounds on a baking sheet prepped with 
canola spray. 

9. Bake 10 min., if eating right away. If freezing, cook 5 min., cool and freeze. 

10. When the frozen rounds are needed, defrost for 30 sec. in the microwave and cook 1 1/2 min.

Alberta farms and 
farmland

In 1996, there were 58,990 
farms in Alberta. The 1996 Cen¬ 
sus of Agriculture shows that 
this is up three per cent from 
57,245 in 1991. Total farmland 
increased as well by one per cent. 
Alberta's average farm size is 881 
acres, down from 898 acres in 
1991. Alberta accounted for 24.6% 
of Canada's gross farm receipts 
and average provincial farm rev¬ 
enue was up 26.3 % to $134,107. 
Expenses also increased by 23.4 
% to $113,057. The average value 
of capital per farm in the prov¬ 
ince is $680,557. Compared to 
1991, Alberta seeded acres were 
up 2.7 % but summer fallow area 
was down 18.9 %. Irrigated crop 
area rose to 1.28 million acres 
which is 63.8 % of all irrigated 
land in Canada. The no till area 
was 1.94 million acres, up 215.3 
% from 1991.

Common Ground column 

We live in exciting and chal¬ 
lenging times. As has been said 
about our time in history. "The 
only constant is change." In no 
areas does this axiom hold more 
truly than in the delivery of health 
care, where the very foundations 
of the system are being shaken 
by new definitions, new ap¬ 
proaches and new expectations. 
Health care is no longer under¬ 
stood as simply providing treat¬ 
ment for disease and injury. 
Rather, it now focuses on secur¬ 
ing every aspect of human well 
being: socioeconomic, mental, 
emotional, spiritual, as well as 
the physical. We now know that 
determinants of health encom¬ 
pass all aspects of community 
including housing, poverty is¬ 
sues, education and environmen¬ 
tal issues. Mostly communities 
are at the heart of health care. 

This transformation of un¬ 
derstanding presents a profound 
challenge to community mem¬ 


bers, community groups, and 
service providers, particularly in 
rural areas where small popula¬ 
tions are spread over large geo¬ 
graphical areas. To help meet 
this challenge, the Centre for En¬ 
vironmental Design Research and 
Outreach at the University of 
Calgary, in co-operation with the 
WESTARC Group at Brandon 
University, is sponsoring Prairie 
Forum '98 entitled, Rural Health: 
Delivering a New Future. 

This two-day conference will 
provide a forum to investigate, 
analyse and discuss new meth¬ 
ods and models of health care 
delivery, as well as the effects of 
changing health care delivery on 
rural communities.

Leaders seem to have been in 
the news recently. What a dif¬ 
ferent approach to leadership 
each one brings. 

We have seen pictures of the 
Pope in Cuba, giving new life 
and new vitality to a country 
that has officially banned reli¬ 
gion for over thirty years. His 
message has been one encour¬ 
aging peace and freedom of reli¬ 
gion. By contrast Fidel Castro, 
the avowed atheist and one of 
the world's long-time leaders, 
has relaxed his anti-religious 
stance. Why would he do that? 
In his inner being is he really 
changing? We do not know, but 
the Cuban people have certainly 
responded, both at Christmas 
and now to the opportunities 
for public worship denied for so 
long. Would it be fair to say that 
Fidel Castro also wants peace 
and prosperity for his country? 

Yasser Arafat has been to tbe 
White House. Known at one 
time as an aggressive leader 
seeking justice for the Palestin¬ 
ian people he now meets with 
President Clinton seeking new 
ways of obtaining peace and 
justice in the Middle East. Is he 
a religious man? May be. We 
cannot say, but he is working 
tirelessly for his people, trying 
to resolve difficulties that have 
not been resolved in genera¬ 
tions. 

Netanahyu also seeks solu¬ 
tions for the Jewish people. He 
was elected to preserve land 
which is sacred to many Jewish 
people; but also to work with a 
peace process established by his 
predecessors. He walks a fine 
line balancing Jewish religious 
interests and philosophy with 
practical every day politics. 
President Clinton, a Christian, 
tries to facilitate this process of 


peace making and peace-keep¬ 
ing. 

One thing all of the above 
people have discovered is that 
peace in peoples hearts and peace 
in the world is assisted when 
people talk together and com¬ 
municate. The points of view 
expressed may be different, the 
religious background may differ 
significantly; although all be¬ 
lieve in a moral code and with 
the exception of Castro, all be¬ 
lieve in God. But progress is 
only made when people sit down 
and talk. Progress can be slow; 
but the alternative in interna¬ 
tional politics or in family life is 
always worse when communica¬ 
tion does not occur. 

Each of these leaders have 
been accused of various nega¬ 
tive things in their own approach 
to the world or in their private 
lives. Accusations can of course 
be true or false, but on the world 
stage they are working for peace. 

The week of prayer for Chris¬ 
tian unity is just finished (Jan 
18-25) and in building unity and 
peace we might ask ourselves 
what progress has been 
achieved, and have we all done 
enough talking and listening to 
other points of view? If we do not 
talk and listen to each other at 
local levels within the Christian 
Church, then how can we hope 
to improve peace and harmony 
within our own area of the 
world? However hard we try in 
life, the perfection of Jesus Christ 
leads us to always try harder to 
follow his example. After the 
resurrection, Jesus said, "Peace 
be with you" (Matt. 28:9). Surely 
each one of us is called to a 
position of leadership in our situ¬ 
ation in life, endeavouring to 
follow Jesus' example, and work¬ 
ing, God will be with each per¬ 
son in their efforts.

$7 million approved for beef cattle research 


Twenty-three research 
projects totalling $7 million have 
been approved under the Canada- 
Alberta Beef Industry Develop¬ 
ment Fund. Administered by the 
Alberta Cattle Commission 
(ACC), a seven member commit¬ 
tee, consisting of five representa¬ 
tives from the cattle industry and 


one each from the federal and 
provincial governments, has ap¬ 
proved the projects. 

The next round of pre-propos¬ 
als are to be submitted by April 1. 
The Agreement requires that the 
entire fund of $16.4 million be 
allocated by March 1999. 

"The money is earmarked to 


improve the production and effi¬ 
ciency of the Alberta beef cattle 
industry," said Gary Sargent, gen¬ 
eral manager of ACC. 

He says the approved research 
projects fall into five broad cat¬ 
egories. The first round of fund¬ 
ing will be directed as follows: 

Animal health projects-$1.5 


million; 

Improved productivity and ef¬ 
ficiency of the cow/calf sector- 
$2.5 million; 

F eedlot oriented projects-$ 1.1 
million; * 

Manure management and 
sustainability-$l million. The re¬ 
search is aimed at improving wa¬ 


ter quality and identifying 
whether manure is contributing 
to water quality problems; 

To improve intellectual re¬ 
sources available to beef cattle 
producers-$700,000 has been al¬ 
located toward a chair in molecu¬ 
lar genetics at the University of 
Alberta Faculty of Agriculture.

Service 


The Canadian Grain Com¬ 
mission (CGC) announces the 
implementation of its Grain 
Receival Service for the offi¬ 
cial weighing of all grain re¬ 
ceived at terminal elevators, 
effective Jan. 15. 

The service relies on im¬ 
proved technology and places 
increased emphasis on coop¬ 
eration with terminal elevator 
operators. CGC staff will con¬ 
tinue to monitor weighing 
processes, investigate prob¬ 
lems and settle weight dis¬ 
putes. 

The new service addresses 
the needs of terminal eleva¬ 
tors while maintaining safe¬ 
guards for shippers and pro¬ 
ducers. The CGC agreed to 
implement the change after 
determining that its responsi¬ 
bilities to producers and its 
mandate to uphold the Cana¬ 
dian Grain Act would not be 
affected. 

"If producers or shippers 
have any concerns about un¬ 
load weights, they can contact 
us toll free at 1-800-342-7971 
and we will investigate," said 
Robert Mousseau, cheif of 
weighing, Industry Services. 

The decision by the CGC to 
change inward weighing serv¬ 
ices was made in response to a 
request by the grain industry 
to reduce costs. Service fees 
will be cut from $14.75 to $5.90 
per car, a 60 % decrease. 

The changes in weighing 
services will result in a reduc¬ 
tion of 35 positions. Every ef¬ 
fort is being made by the CGC 
to minimize the impact of the 
change on affected employees. 

The CGC is the federal 
agency responsible for estab¬ 
lishing and maintaining Cana¬ 
da’s grain quality standards. 
Its programs result in ship¬ 
ments of grain that consist¬ 
ently meet contract specifica¬ 
tions for quality, safety and 
quantity. As well, the CGC 
regulates the grain industry 
to ensure the integrity of grain 
transactions.

Minister of Canadian Herit¬ 
age, Sheila Copps announced 
on Jan. 22 the funding of $10 
million a year for five years for 
support in Canada. This addi¬ 
tional funding will begin in the 
1998-99 fiscal year. 

"When one of our athletes 
succeeds on the world stage, all 
Canadians from every walk of 
life and every corner of our na¬ 
tion share in that victory,"' said 
Copps. 

"That is what this announce¬ 
ment is all about and indeed, 
that is what Canada is all 
about." 

The new funding will be di¬ 
rected to three areas, training 
and competition opportunities 
for athletes; coaching support; 
and direct assistance to ath¬ 
letes. The funding will be pro¬ 


vided in partnership with Na¬ 
tional Sports Organizations, 
National Sports Centres, and 
National Multi-Sports Organi¬ 
zations. In all these program¬ 
ming areas, the Government of 
Canada will continue to under¬ 
line the importance of equity 
and access for women, athletes 
with a disability, and Aborigi¬ 
nal people. This additional fund¬ 
ing will enable the federal gov¬ 
ernment to deliver on a promise 
made to Canadians in the Red 
Book. 

"This is particularly good 
news for athletes and coaches," 
said Copps. "Last April I met 
with a group of athletes, coaches 
and other sport leaders to dis¬ 
cuss what the federal govern¬ 
ment could do to help them reach 
their full potential. 


"The programming supported 
by this new funding is the result 
of these consultations and oth¬ 
ers which have taken place dur¬ 
ing the last two years." 

Nearly half of the new funds 
will be used to provide more 
opportunities for athletes to 
train and compete, particularly 
in international events. 

About one-third will be used 
to develop and employ the finest 
Canadian coaches.

Commissioner Richard 
Klassen announced on Jan. 16, 
the signing of a wheat supply 
agreement with J. Macedo 
Alimentos, one of the largest 
milling companies in Brazil. 
Klassen and CWB sales staff are 
in Sao Paulo, Brazil as part of 
the federal government's trade 
mission to Latin America. 

"The agreement signed today 
is for 50,000 tonnes of milling 
wheat to be supplied to J. Macedo 
Alimentos during the 1998 cal¬ 
endar year," said Klassen. 

"Western Canada wheat is sold 
at a significant premium to 
wheats of other origins and this 
agreement represents the high 
degree of respect Brazilian mill¬ 
ers have for our product." 

Brazil is one of the top five 
wheat importers in the world 
and traditionally one of the 


uvznwPs 
Vo \>e 
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CWB's largest customers. CWB 
exports of milling wheat to Bra¬ 
zil totaled 750,000 tonnes in 
1996-97. 

Today, the CWB also agreed 
to an extension of its educa¬ 
tional accord with ABITRIGO, 
the Brazilian millers associa¬ 
tion. The accord, first signed in 
January 1995, has been ex¬ 
tended to March 2000. Under 
the accord, Brazilian millers, 
laboratory and baking techni¬ 
cians participate in specially 
designed educational and train¬ 
ing programs. The courses are 
held at the Canadian Interna¬ 
tional Grains Institute (CIGI) 
in Winnipeg. 

The CWB has now signed 


three agreements while on the 
Latin American trade mission. 
Earlier this week, the CWB con¬ 
cluded a Long-Term Agreement 
with Grupo Industrial Bimb o, 
SA of Mexico City, Mexico, the 
largest milling and baking en¬ 
terprise in Mexico. 

The CWB is one of the world's 
largest wheat and barley export¬ 
ers, with annual sales revenues 
surpassing $6 billion. Its mar¬ 
kets Prairie-grown wheat and 
barley to over 70 countries 
around the world.
